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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-7 and 14 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: Applicant's arguments regarding the rejection over Kusase, Kreuzer and Rich 
are persuasive. In particular, it is argued that Kreuzer' s conductors/strands do not alternate 
between inner and outer layers. This is persuasive since it appears Kreuzer's 
conductors/strands, e.g., 40 (Fig.l), are wound in at least one loop about the poles (c.l, lines 
35-40). Thus, while continuous, the conductors/strands do not alternate between an inner and 
outer layer as claimed by applicant. 

Regarding the remaining prior art, Kato teaches an electric machine with continuous 
windings (23-28; Fig. 5) arranged in a four-layer pattern. However, the windings do not 
alternate between an inner layer and an outer layer, but rather between a first and second 
layer, or between a third and fourth layer (Fig. 5).
